Arlington's  METCO  (Metropolitan 
Council  for  Educational  Opportunity) 
is  a thirty-one  year  old  voluntary  one- 
way, urban/suburban  desegregation 
and  integration  program.  The  program 
is  based  on  the  objective  of  providing  a 
dual  learning  experience.  METCO  has 
provided  increased  educational  oppor- 
tunity in  Arlington  for  African  Ameri- 
can, Asian  and  Latino  students  as  well 
as  providing  a valuable  integrated 
learning  experience  for  white  students, 
teachers  and  administrators.  The  Ar- 
lington METCO  program  has  pro- 
moted and  provided  a multi-cultural 
educational  experience  throughout  the 
school  system  that  enriches  the  aca- 
demic and  interpersonal  experience  of 
all  students. 

This  program  began  in  1966  with  fif- 
teen students  and  has  increased  partic- 
ipation over  the  years  to  its  current 
level  of  eighty-four  students  town- 
wide. METCO  is  funded  entirely 
through  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, Department  of  Education  un- 
der the  Racial  Imbalance  Act  and  is  the 
nation's  oldest  volutary  desegregation 
program. 


The  Media  Club  is  made  up  of  a 
group  of  students  who  volunteer  their 
time  during  study  periods  assisting  in 
the  media  center  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Barbara  Slade.  In  the  fall,  the  club 
sponsors  a bake  sale  at  Parent  visita- 
tion Night.  They  also  provide  refresh- 
ments at  Community  Education  and 
videotape  special  school  projects.  The 
club  members  have  donated  proceeds 
from  their  activities  to  support  school 
and  community  projects  and  several 
charities.  Members  go  on  field  trips  in- 
cluding skiing  at  Mt.  Wachusett,  a visit 
to  the  Omni  Theater,  a Boston  Celtics 
game  and  the  annual  "end  of  the  year" 
trip  to  Riverside.
